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PROPHETIC HUMBUG. 


HE learned Robert Burton, some time vicar of St. Thomas, in the 
west suburb of Oxférd, and known to fame as duthor of ‘‘The 
Anatomy of Melancholy,” one of the most remarkable books of the 

seventeénth century, was a firm believer in astrology. He cast his own 
nativity, according to which he fixed the date of his death ; and his biog- 
raphy more than hints “that rather than there should be a mistake in the 
calenulation, he sent up his soul to heaven through a slip about his neck” 
—in other words, he hanged himself to prove the truth of his prediction. 
That was a reasonable course to pursue, but it is almost too much to expect 
that modern astrologers will profit by his brave example. We live in an 
age when old woren are sent to gaol for telling fortunes, but when books of 
astrology are sold without censure, and professional astrologers thrive on 
the credulity of the ignorant in‘all classes of society. Not only the poor 
aré led away by the fallacies of these impudent quacks, but the no less 
weak-minded rich and idle support the pretensions of the pseudo-seers and 
almanac-mongers who batten on the folly of the age. A respectable firm 
of publishers have sent to this office for review a mischievous pamphlet 
of ninety-six pages, entitled ‘Orion's Almanac for 1880,” which 
purports to be the thirty-ninth annual production of the sort. This 
precious ‘ Orion” is not only an astrologer, he also appears to be in 
league with a female quack, and his prophetic almanac is a standing 
advertisement for solar pills to cure biliousness, lunar pills for females, 
and, for anything we know to the contrary, that curious medicine once 
mentioned by Mr. John Bright—pills to cure the earthquake. The author 
of the work issued by the respectable firm of publishers casts nativities at 
five shillings apiece, foretells the result of courtship and marriage for half- 
a-crown, and offers to send a list of good and evil days for the same small 
sum. And this worthy naively adds the following ingenious caution : 
* Persons consulting ‘ Orion’ are requested to transmit the fee by post- 
office order, whenever convenient, the miscarriage of stamps (in 
unregistered letters, being not only a loss to the senders, but most 
unpleasant to ‘Mr.’ Orion.” No doubt the loss of money is unpleasant to 
‘‘Orion,’”’ but not the most unpleasant thing which might happen to him 
were we all equal before the law—old women who earn a precarious crust 
by deceiving servant-girls and professional astrologers. ‘‘ The strictest 
secrecy and punctuality,’ says ‘‘ Orion ;” and ‘all personal interviews 
declined.” The astrologer is doubtless more of.a prophet than a pugilist, 
which may account for his declining personal interviews. 

Besides giving a list of planetary influences for every month in the year, 
the almanac contains a number of more or less useful scraps of information 
of various subjects, a list of ‘‘ genuine and celebrated medicines” to cure 
the complaints predicted for the several seasons of the year, a guide to 
the weather, and the prophetic observations which ostensibly form the 
object of what in the main is sixpennyworth of trash, Commencing with 
the month of January, we are informed that among the home incidents of 
the early days of 1880, a naval or military officer will be promoted for 
some act of a decisive kind; and “a female will acquire notoriety of no 
enviable kind.” One could wish that the reference to the female had 
been slightly more explicit. But half-a-crown in postage stamps sent to 
“Orion’s” address might possibly be followed by further details. 

“Inflammatory diseases of the lungs,” says “ Orion,” “ dre proverbially 
prevalent during January ;”’ and, apparently with an eye to the pulmonic 
pills, he adds, “‘ but proper care and caution will render them less liable 
to attack the adult.” In the birthday information for January— 
“ applicable to persons in all parts of the world ”—we learn with con- 
siderable personal interest that the 15th “' is rather beneficial for literary 
characters and gentlemen of the press,’’ while the 81st is fortunate for 
landlords. There is probably some truth in the latter observation, the 
period being about five weeks after quarter-day, when landlords, grown 
exigent, influence backward tenants by persuasion and the broker’s man. 
In February separations and elopements will be prevalent, and towards 
the end of the month some of the large cities in France and Turkey will 
be smitten by Fate. This points to further complications of the Eastern 
question, and suggests that Sir Henry Layard will be at it again. Females 
born on the 9th of February “ must beware of false promises ;” while the 
15th of the month is ‘‘ good for wedlock; &c.,” though of course not for 
the deceived females of the 9th. Suicides are to be “ unusually frequent” 
in March. And here we pause to drop a tear to the memory of the late 
Sir Peter Laurie, alderman, who, were he still among us, would assuredly 
busy himself in fulfilling his threat to put down self-destruction. On the 
2nd of March surgeons, cutlers, and military men may sue for the favours 





of the fair. Domestic unhappiness is meted out to those born on the 1st of 
April, and the month generally ‘bodes some affliction to the family of 
& royal personage.” ‘ Mars in Cancer afflicts Africa, Belgium, Holland, 
and Scotland ;” and, worse than all, “single females born on the 15th 
must beware!" During the merry month of May “ death or scandal 
threatens some of England's fairest daughters,” and ‘‘ one eminont in the 
legal or literary profession is threatened with serious evil.” Let us hope 
that, under the thin disguise of one eminent ia literature, Mr. “ Orion” 
does not allude to himself. Females born on the Ist of May “ may expect 
slander and deception ;” while in June we are sorry to learn that ‘ Venus 
is squared by Uranus;” and persons born on the llth of that month 
** must avoid quarrels and beware of accidents ;"” though, as a consolation 
to the natives of the 11th, on the 28rd ‘‘ aged gents may sue the fair for 
favours.” This will be good news for the influential minority of “ aged 
gents.” Some time in July “a malicious attempt or a slanderous libel 
will occupy the public attention.” And we tremble for the result. ‘ The 
19th of July is good for persons born on that day in peouniary matters,” 
but as we do not know anyone “born in peouniary matters,” 
the information lacks personal interest. Newspaper reporters will rejoice 
to learn that during August some famous building will fall a prey to the 
‘devouring element ;"’ while Mars in. Virgo forbodes ‘ obstinate bowel 
complaints.” See ‘ Orion’s” solar pills for either sex. In September 
‘the God of Love will be busy in London and Paris, but in a manner 
which may excite much scandal and suicidal tendencies,” and the 24th of 
the month “is rather unfortunate for single females.” October will 
produce pains in the “reins and loins.” Try ‘ Orion's" rheumatic pills. 
“ The furious Mars rushing through Scorpio ’’ will be bad for November ; 
rheumatism and colds will prevail, and ‘ tradesmen and merchants begin 
to feel the result of speculation,” thus, as we may suppose, foretelling the 
advent of the Christmas bills. We must not bid farewell to November with- 
out remarking that “ the 14th is rather fortunate for widowers who were 
born on that day.” And finally, during the month of December the 
people of Spain, Italy, Arabia, Moravia, part of France, and Dalmatia are 
to hold themselves prepared for “ fires, tumults, amd trouble,” together 
with pains in the hips and thighs, and headache, the last possibly the 
result of an overdose of Christmas pudding. We are tanght to believe 
that at present the ‘schoolmaster is abroad ;" but for our own part we 
wish that useful functionary would come home again and stop the spread 
of a vulgar and contemptible superstition which disgraces our boasted civili- 
sation.— Weekly Dispatch.

DISTRESS IN IRELAND, 


HE distress in the West of Ireland, especially in parts of “ Kerry, 
Galway, Sligo, Mayo, Roscommon, and Donegal,” and also in the 
south of Cork, is now officially acknowledged. At least, the Duchess 
of Marlborough, the wife of the Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, appeals 
through the Times to all Englishmen for help to form a Relief Fund, to 
be used in buying fuel, food, and clothing for the poor. The Duchess says 
there will be “extreme misery and suffering” this winter, ‘ owing to 
Want of employment, loss of turf, loss of cattle, and failure of potatoes, 
unless private charity can supplement the Poor Law. Bir Stafford North- 
cote, it will be remembered, publicly expressed his apprehension of a turf 
famine, and there can be no doubt that the poor in these districts are 
exceedingly distressed. Tho Duchess of Marlborough promises to see to 
the fitting distribution of the money, without any reference to creed or 
politics, and it is trusted that the response will be as large as the nation’s 
liberality. There can be no more justifiable appeal, and the amount now 
raised is £8,400.—Spectator.

THE PEACE SOCIETY AND THE AFGHAN WAR. 


HE following appeal from the committee of the Peace Society has 
been addressed to the people of the United Kingdom, and needs no 
comment. Its importance must be apparent to every well-wisher of 

huis country, without referénce to his political opinions :— 

“ Countrymen,—We wish to make a solemn appeal to you in reference 
to what is going on in Afghanistan. We do not now speak merely of the 
policy of the war in that country, although events are amply proving that 
that was as infatuated as it was unjust. But we speak also of the way 
in which it has been carried on. Let it be remembered that the capital 
charge brought against the late ruler of Afghanistan was that he refused 
to allow a mission to enter his country with the avowed intention of 
establishing a British resident there, which, however, he did not refuse, 
for Lord Lytton himself acknowledged that when he broke up the confer- 
ence at Peshawur, ‘a fresh envoy from the Ameer was on his way, and it 
was reported that this envoy had authority to accept eventually all the 
conditions of the British Government.’ Shere Ali did indeed protest 
against that measure, and earnestly implored that an English ageut might 
not be forced upon him, because he could not answer for his safety if he 
were sent, And has not the sequel proved that his objection was wise and 
well-founded? Yet this was the plea, the only plea on which we invaded 
his country, overturned his throne, and drove him to exile and premature 
death. And when we had destroyed the existing Government in Afghan- 
istan, and consigned the whole country to anarchy, we chose to select a 
particular prince, and, with little regard to the wishes of the inhabitants, 
to instal him in power. From him we extorted a treaty, to which the 
Afghan chiefs and people were no parties, and then, against the solemn 
warnings of the most eminent and experienced Indian statesmen, we sent 
an envoy to Cabul, who, at the moment when congratulations in this 
conntry were londest on the success of our policy, was ruthlessly massacred 
with the whole of the small military force that accompanied him. And

reign we had created, and send him as a prisoner to India, while we treat 
the whole nation, who did not submit unresistingly to an armed invasion 
of their country by us, as rebels agains$ his authority. On the ground of 
this assumption we deny them all civil and military rights, and commence 
a system of terrorism, which can only find a parallel in the worst times of 
barbarian conquest. We issue a proclamation claiming the right to destroy 


‘the whole city of Cabul. We hang the religious leaders of the people for 


conduct which in any country in the world would be reckoned as patriotism. 
We offer rewards for the men and officers of the Afghan army whom 
we had defeated in battle. We surround with our troops the 
villages in which they sought refuge, and under threat of utterly 
destroying those villages we compel them to deliver the fugitives 
into our hands, and-then ‘sentence them to be hanged by the score.’ 
‘No quarter is given to anyone firing upon us, and prisoners taken in 
fight are shot,’ and all this merciless vengeance heaped upon those who 
are not proved to have taken any part whatever in the attack on our 
Embassy. But this is not all. We read of village after village being 
borned on the flimsiest pretexts, with their stores of grain and fodder, and 
all the inhabitants—including, of course, women and children, the aged, 
the sick, and the dying—turned out on the bare mountain side, without 
food or shelter, and that at a time when we are told by the perpetrators 
of these acts ‘ the cold was intense, the ground being white with the frozen 
sleet, and the water freezing in our tents.’ 

‘* May we ask you, countrymen, whether you are willing such proceed- 
ings as these should be carried on in your name? Do you approve of 
converting British soldiers into hangmen, and of employing them to spread 
indiscriminate havoc and devastation among the homes of a people whose 
main offence is that they dare to dislike our presence in their country,* 
and to offer an asylum to their hunted neighbours, for whose heads 
rewards were offered by the British authorities? Are you willing that 
your countrymen and fellow-subjects should be degraded and brutalised 
by practices which are as opposed to the usuages of civilised nations as 
they are to the dictates of common humanity? Are those the means by 
which we can hope to attain our professed end of establishing on our 
frontier ‘a strong, a friendly, and an independent Afghanistan,’ or to 
any good end whatever ? 
~ “Ts it any wonder that by such treatment the whole nation has been 
driven into frantic insurrection against our rule, and that the military 
authorities who haye promoted the reign of terror are now beleagured by 
tens of thousands of the exasperated people, who feel that any extremity 
is better than to submit to such intolerable oppression? It is earnestly 
to be hoped that our unfortunate countrymen, for whom all hearts are 
beating with sympathy and apprehension, may soon be delivered from the 
terrible straits in which they have been placed by the unwise and unsoru- 
pulous policy of those who lead them. But if they gain the ascendant, 
how is the victory to be used? Are we to give unlimited license of 
revenge to our soldiers, and thereby bring dishonour upon the British 
name, and plant in the hearts of the tribes of Afghanistan undying hatred 
of our race, which may tell dicasteronsly against us hereafter ? 

“To you, countrymen, we make this appeal, not on any political or 
party ground, but on broad grounds of humanity and justice, and entreat 
you to let your voices be heard in earnest protest against proceedings such 
as we have described. Above all, is this not an occasion on which we may 
invoke all the churehes of the land and the ministers of religion of every 
denomination to interpose their authority against such an abuse of British 
power as may bring a lasting reproach upon Christianity itself, and seal 
the hearts of all the tribes of India in horror and hatred against its claims,

RKHAMPTON is in the throes of social rebellion. The intelligent 

pig-killers have at last been roused to desperation, and, led on by a 

modern 8t. George, Mr. 8.,.Norbury Williams by name, are deter- 
mined to smite the dragon of monopoly, the Gas Company, hip and thigh. 
St. George, mounted on the trusty steed of public opinion, and armed 
with the invincible lance of the Press, is on the point of bringing the 
dragon to bay. The dragon has belched forth its sulphurous thunderings, 
and snapped its dragon-like tail of big charges, but the doughty champion 
still urges on his trusty steed, and seems still bent on forcing his lance 
into the very breast of the monster. Some time ago it showed signs of 
surrendering at discretion, but since then its native bumptiousness has 
asserted itself, it has belched forth again, but its mild thunderings havo 
somewhat resembled the sputterings of a penny dip on the point of disso- 
lution, and now a five hundred pound cannon ball is being prepared, with 
which to finally settle the dragon’s hash. So far these few remarks are, 
as friend Goff might say, ‘‘halligorry.” St. George, who lives at Stret- 
ford, is not attired in plate armour, but in broadcloth and spotless linen.

SAD CHRISTMASES. 


a HOUGH we have no desire to start mournful thoughts in the minds 
of our readers, still the events of this last Christmas are such as to 

leave anything but joyous recollections, and must inevitably be set 
down in the record of Sad Christmas. The news from Afghanistan, the 
Tay Bridge accident, the general depression in trade still existing, all 
confirm and deepen the gloom of the occasion, and render any thoughts 
of this Christmas the reverse of merry. 

It is an old notion that our enjoyment ‘of any special time or set of 
conditions may be heightened by contrast between ourselves and 
some one who are less happy than we. Those who are gafe in the 
home shelter, “sitting by the cheerful hearth,” can “ snatch a fearful joy” 
by thinking of others, exposed on wintry nights to “ tempests and the 
dangers of the deep.” This year, when the earth so early began to hide 
herself with innocent snow,’’ winter's effects came all too soon on the 
poor. There are many homes where this year Christmas is merely a time 
of additional privation. Work is scarce, and bread is dear and difficult to 
get. Dear food means little of it; and little food, with scanty firing, 
means suffering such as those who are well fed and warmly clothed cannot 
realise. Under the icy fingers of a too early winter, the frail lives that 
are just beginning or that are drawing to a close are cut short. This year 
the pinching privation of the winter will tell more severely in the country 
than in the towns. There will be many country places—little clusters of 
houses nestling together—where, except for the help afforded by the 
inmates of the “‘ great house” and the rectory, there will be but little 
either of food or firing this Christmas. Are there among our neighbours, 
either in town or country, any whose Christmas is likely to be sad through 
want? Let us find and help them if we can. 
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There are few Christmases sadder than those spent by young men and 
women far from their own homes ~—young people who have come to “ seek 
their fortune "” in the large towns, to strike their first strokes in the great 
battlo of life, and to make for themselves what name and fame they can. 
As teachers and governesses, as people employed in shops, as clerks, these 
persons have ordinarily busy and not unhappy lives. But Christmas 
comes, and they have not the means or the time to go to the far-away 
village where alone is home forthem. Their companions, more fortunately 
situated, are off for their brief period of enjoyment; all around them are 
tokens of the season's rejoicings; but for them there is nothing but that 
dlank looking in at the windows of other people’s homes, which is nearly 
as depressing an occapation as the constant ‘‘ ascending of other people's 
staircases.” There are many of us who have some acquaintance with one 
or more of those whom Christmas will find far from home. It will require 
but a very little widening of the family circle to admit them, and by that 
widening we may change the character of one sad Christmas. 

. There is sad Christmas in the homes where the weary watcher sits by 
the bedside of one whose life is hanging by a thread, and sees the “ wave 
of life heaving to and fro,’’ wondering whether it will ere morning be stilled 
for ever. There is ead Christmas in hospitals, in workhouses, in jails, in 
all the places where poor humanity seethes and fosters in the evil places 
of great cities. There is sad Christmas under sunny skies, where letters 
from England are all that remind the exile of his home in the old country; 
and there are sadder ones still where there are not even letters to form a 
little link between the wanderer and those whom he bus left. 

There are ead Christmases where the circle is smaller than last year— 
where the arm-cbair is set against the wall or the baby’s place is no longer 
kept ; or, sadder still, where the place at head or foot is vacant, never to 
be filled again. ‘ 

But enough of this. It needs but a very small exercise of memory or of 
imagination to call up many sad Christmases such as must be taking 
place around us. What can we do, each of us, to help others to bear 
their burden of sadness? If we are merry, our mirth will not be lessened 
by trying to bring good cheer to others less fortunate than ourselves; if 
we are too sad, our sadness will be made lighter by forgetting ourselves 
in thinking { sor ornare. — Queen.

"HE Poet Close, (hove gentan entene tnenbonntiite, has ingtied another 
of his eccentric annuals from the press, under the title of “ Cronicles 
of Westmorland,” and, on examination, we find it as interesting and 


original as its predecessors. There is the same amount of general com-, 
pliment to those who have relieved his exchequer by their generosity; the 


same amount of unrestrained and sentimental flattery of -the ladies; and ; 


the same desperate efforts to be witty, and euttingly critical, which have 
been the principal characteristics of his previous . The volume 
is dedicated to Sir R. E. Musgrave, Lord-Lieutenant of Westmorland, 
and we have no doubt the honourable baronet will be highly flattered by 
the kind consideration of the poet, whose verse, as it graces the literature 


‘of posterity, will carry the name of the Lord-Lieutenant, and the poetical 


recital of his manifold qualities, into the homes and hearts of the English 
people. We know little of the noble baronet, but after the perusal of the 
poet's affectionate dedication, we imagine him to be— 

“A creature not too bright or good 

For human nature’s daily food,” etc. 


The baronet has lately performed a wonderful feat, and the Poet Close 
immortalised it in the very first verse of his dedication :— 
‘‘ Bir Richard Courtney Musgrave 
Our Lord Lieutenant, he 
Has lately kissed the hand of 
England’s loved Majesty.” 
This wonderful privilege, granted to a man like the Lord-Lieutenant of 
Westmorland, seems'to have raised the poet’s estimate of the baronet in 
no small degree ; indeed, his intense admiration of royalty almést leads us 
to the supposition that it was merely because of his having been presented 
to the Queen, and having kissed her ‘‘ dainty finger tips,” that the 
“ Oronicles of Westmorland” were dedicated to the Lord-Lieutenant 
with such charming flattery. The baronet is a prodigy of amiability, 
charity, and gentleness :— 
“ Who move in good society 
Feel proud to shake his hand.” 
And as a proof of his zeal in the cause of the people we are told— 
“At all our public meetings he 
Is sure to show his faco— 
Our great men all are protd 
To meet him in the place.” 
Although we cannot for the life of us tell where “the place” is, we are 
sure that after such a dedication the character of the Lord-Lientenant 
will be loved for ever. 

Since ‘the publication of his last volume the poet has had the honour of 
corresponding indirectly with ‘Her Imperial Majesty of France—the 
Empress Eugenie,” of whom he appears to be an enthusiastic worshipper. 
In “respectfully presenting” a volume of his poems to the Duc de 
Bassano, the poet makes the following tender remarks :— 

‘* We love dear France—and welcome give 
To her great men, long may they live, 

And may the Empress see good days— 

Long live Her Majesty—we love to praise |” 

And it is no wonder that this, in conjunction with his poems on the 
death of the Prince Imperial, should have drawn from the Duc a slight 
recognition. This was a victory for the Poet Close. He had won another 
“ smile,” and when the Empress Eugenie commissioned her noble Cham- 
berlain to thank, substantially, the “last of the lake poets,” for his 
beautiful tribute to the memory of the prince, we presume the happiness 
of the bard was soaring high. But now, our own Victoria, “ England’s 


glorious Queen,” has blended the glory of her Imperial smile with that of — 


the Empress of the French, and the Poet Close is completely happy, 
having had all the shadows that have enveloped him during the “ past 
season at the lakes” dissipated by the combined influence of these beams 
of royal sunshine.

PORTRAITS—JOHN MILTON. 


| CONTINUED. ] 


T Geneva I held daily conference with John Deodati, the learned 
Professor of Theology. Then pursuing my former route through 
France, I returned to my native country, after an absence of one 

year and about three months, atthe time when Charles, having broken the 
peace, was renewing what is called the ‘‘ Episcopal War” with the Scots, 
in which the Royalists, being routed in the first encounter and the English 
being universally and justly disaffected, the necessity of his affairs at last 
obliged him to convene a Parliament. 

As soon as I was able I hired a spacious house in the city, in St. Bride’s 
Churchyard, for myself and books, where I again with rapture renewed my 
literary pursuits, and where I calmly awaited the issue of the contest, 
which I trusted to the wise conduct of Providence and to the courage of 
the people. The vigour of the Parliament had begun to humble the pride 
of the bishops. As long as the liberty of speech was no longer subject to 
control all mouths began to be opened against the bishops; some com- 
plained of the vices of individuals, others those of the order. They said 
that it was unjust that they alone should differ from the model of other 
reformed churches; that the government of the church should be 
according to the pattern of other churches, and particularly the Word of 
God. 


This awakened all my attention and my zeal. I saw that a way was 
opening for the establishment of real liberty, that the foundation’ was 
laying for the deliverance of man from the yoke of slavery and superstition, 
that the principles of religion, which were the first objects of our care, 
would exert a salutary influence on the manpers and constitution of the 
republic, and, as I had from my youth studied the distinctions between 
religious and civil rights, I perceived that if I ever wished to be of use I 
ought at least not to be wanting to my country, to the church, and to so 
many of my fellow-christians, in a crisis of so much danger ; I therefore 
determined to relinquish the other parsuits in which I was engaged, and 
to transfer the whole force of my talents and my industry to this one 
important object. I accordingly wrote two books to a friend concerning 
the reformation of the Church of England. Afterwards, when two bishops 
of superior distinction vindicated their privileges against some principal 
ministers, I thought tHat on those topics, to the consideration of which I 
was led solely by my love of truth and my reverence of Christianity, I 
should not probably write worse than those who were contending only for 
their own emoluments and nsurpations. I therefore answered the one in 
two books, of which the first is inscribed “ Concerning Prelatical Bpis- 
copacy,” and the other ‘Concerning the Mode of . Ecclesiastical 
Government ;” and I replied to the other in some “ Animadversions,” and 
Soon after in am ‘‘ Apology.” On this occasion it was suppused that I 





had brought a timely succour to the ministers, who were hardly a match 
for the eloquence of their opponents; and from that time I was actively 
employed in refuting any answers that appeared. When the bishops 
could no longer resist the multitude of their assailants I had leisure to 
turn my thoughts to other subjects, to the promotion of real and sub- 
stantial liberty, which is rather to be sought from within than from 


| without, and whose existence depends not so much on the terror of the 


sword as on sobriety of conduct arid integrity of life. When, therefore, I 
perceived that there were three species of liberty which are essential to the 
happiness of social life—religious, domestic, and civil,—and as I had 
already written concerning the first, and the magistrates were strenuously 
active in obtaining the third,-I determined to turn my attention to the 
second, or the domestic species. 

As this seemed to involve thrée material questions—the conditions of 
the conjugal tie, the education of the children, and the free publication of 
the thoughts—I made them objects of distinct consideration. I explained 
my sentiments, not only concerning the solemnisation of the marriage, 
but the dissolution, if circumstances rendered it necessary; and I drew 
my arguments from the divine law, which Christ did not abolish or publish 
another more grievous than that of Moses. I stated my own opinions 
and those of others concerning the exclusive exception of fornication, 
which our illustrious Selden has since, in his ‘‘ Hebrew Wife,” more 
copiously discussed, for he in vain makes a vaunt of liberty in the senate 
or in the forum who ianguishes under the vilest servitude to an inferior 
at home. 

On this subject, therefore, I published some books which were more 
particularly necessary at that time, when man and wife Were often the 
most inveterate foes, when the man often staid to take care of the children 
at home, while the mother of the family was seen in the camp of the 
enemy, threatening death and destruction to her husband. I then dis- 
cussed the principles of education in a summary manner, but sufficiently 
copious for those who attend seriously to the subject, than which nothing 
can be more necessary to principle the minds of men in virtue, the only 
genuine source of political and individual liberty, the only true safeguard 
of states, the bulwark of their prosperity and renown. 

Lastly, I wrote my “ Areopagitica” in order to deliver the press from 
the restraints with which it was encumbered; that the power of deter- 
mining what was true and what was false, what ought to be published 
and what to be suppressed, might no longer be entrusted to a few illiterate 
and illiberal individuals, who refused their sanction to any work which 
contained views of seritiments at all above the level of the vulgar super- 
stition. On the last species of civil liberty, I said nothing, because I saw 
that sufficient attention was paid to it by the magistrates; nor did I write 
anything on the prerogative of the crown, till the king, voted an enemy 
by the Parliament, and vanquished in the field, was summoned before the 
tribunal which condemned him to lose his head. But when, at length, 
some Presbyterian ministers, who had, formerly, been the moat bitter 
enemies to Charles, became jealous of the growth of the Independents, 
and of their ascendancy in the Parliament, most tumultuously clamoured 
against the sentence, and did all in their power to prevent the execution, 
though they were not angry so much on account of the act itself, as 
because it was not the act of their party ; and when they dared to affirm 
that the doctrine of the Protestants, and of all the reformed churches, was 
abhorent to such an atrocious proceeding against kings; I thought that 
it became me to oppose such a glaring falsehood; and, accordingly, with- 
out any immediate or personal application to Charles, I showed, in an 
abstract consideration of the question, what might lawfully be done 
against tyrants, and, in support of what I advanced, produced the opinions 
of the most celebrated divines ; while I vehemently inveighed against the 
egregious ignorance or effrontery of men who professed better things, and 
from whom better things might have been expected. 

That book did not make its appearance till after the death of Charles ; 
and was written rather to reconcile the minds of the people to the event, 
than to discuss the legitimacy of that particular sentence which con- 
cerned the magistrates, and which was already executed.

Of 19th Vendémiaire, 2nd year of the Republic, three months. 
Of 14th Frimaire, the same year, fifteen months. 
Of 4th Fructidor, 8rd year (Directory), four and a half years. 
. Of 22nd Frimaire, 7th year (First Consulate), two years. 
Of Thermidor, 10th year (Second Consulate) two years. 
Of 28rd Floréal, 12th year (First Bugle), ten years. 
Of April, 1814, three months. 

10. Of 4th June, 1814 (La Charte), nine months. 

11. Of 22nd March, 1815 (Hundred days), two months. 

12, Of 7th July, 1815 (Restoration), fifteen years. 

18, Of 6th August, 1830 (Louis Philippe), eighteen years. 

14. Of 12th November, 1848 (Second Republic), two years. 

15, Of 14th January, 1852 (Second Empire), nineteen years. 
Sundry embryonic Governments which never attained the maturity ofa — 
Constitution are omitted, as are also the last reforms of the Second Empire 
and the experiment now in progress. Lest, however; we should be over- 
much disposed to boast over the instability of Gallic institutions, let us 
remember that in the same space of eighty years only two European 
Monarchies have remained without internal change of consequence— 
Prussia and Denmark. All the others have undergone either violent 
changes of dynasty, or interruptions of succession, or reconstitution— 
Great Britain by the union with Ireland, Austria by its conversion from a 
Centralised into a Federal State.—Pall Mall Gazette, 4 August, 1871.
